This is a personal note to tell 
the community what your board 
of education has tentatively 
planned for an elementary 
school building.

The in- 
‘side light coming from plastic 
domes in the ceiling. 


Class rooms will each contain 
a wash basin, toilets, wraps 
space, teachers closet and bock 
shelves.
